ſeribeth a remedy for the diſeaſe in generall, yet can the 
ignorant Reader newer thereby collet? the ſenerall cir- 
cumſtances in ſuch acaſe ts be obſerned ; as the conftitu> 
tion of the patient, the manifold cauſes which may either 
mhibit the exhibiting, or yet indicate the altering thereof 
in quantity, quality, or both, with many moe cireaguſtan- 
ces, which are ſo many and ſo diners, that they require 
#0 valgar wnader ſtanding to find them out ; bowſoexer, 
ſuch remedies, how abſurd ſoeuer, may at ſomettmes be 
cconded by a proſperous and wiſhed for ſucceſſe : which 
being but caſual, the cleere fiehted onaerſlanding will 
neuer truſt to. And therefore it may plainly appeare that 
there can be no right ſe of ſuch Bookes. Beſides, that 
they proue ofien occaſions of procraſtinating aud putting 
off the time and opportunity of acking ſound and learned 
aduice, ontil ſuch time as irrecourrable occaſion be paſt, 
and He that would nor when he might, now may 
not when he would. 4zd whereas the pleaders for this 
practice would ſeeme to haue gotten ground on vs by 
ſheltring themſclues under the. field of the anciend 
Grecke Phyſ/itians, to wit, that they follow the footſteps 
of the famous ancient Fathers , Hippocrates, Galen, 
and bis Apiſh imitator Paulus &gineta, with many 
moe : 1t is true that theſe worthy ancient Writers to pro- 
pagate to poſterity the precepts and rules of Art, tage- 
ther with manifold remedies, did conch themin the 
 Greekerongne, the which howbeit it was their m—__ 
aud common ſpeech , yet neither was it their intem that

. not alittle animated hereunto by the Author himſelfe, 
who towards the latter end of this Diſcourſe hopeth for 
the publication thereof in vulgar tongues, Howbeit I doe 
not deny but 1 haue ener beene a4 auerſe as any from the 
. publication of any ſuch Phylicke bookes in our onlear 
tongue, 4s might gine the leaſt inconragement to ionorant 
' Droanes and Dances, wherewith ths Kinodome doth ſo 
abound. And 1 haue ener wiſhed that ſome of our pro- 
 feftion would employ their p4ines to ſome better purpoſe.

tion of the patient, the manifold cauſes which may either 
inhibit the exhibiting, or yet indicate the altering thereof 
in quantity, quality, or both, with many moe circuge/# 
cas, which are ſo many and ſo diners, that they require 
no vulgar nder ſtanding to find them out ; Howſoexer, 
ſuch remedies, how abſurd ſoeuer, may at ſomettmes be 
[econded by a proſperous and wiſhed for [acceſſe : which 
being but caſuall, the cleere ſighted nderſtanding will 
neuer truſt to. Andtherefore it may plainly appeare that 
there can be no right ſe of ſuch Bookes. Beſdes, that 
they proue ofien occafions of procraſtinating aud putting 
off the time and opportunity of asking ſound and learned 
aduice, ontill ſuch time as irrecouerable occaſion bepaſt, 
and He that would not when be might, now may 
not when he would. 4zd whereas the pleaders for this 
practice would ſeeme to haue gotten ground on vs by 
ſheltring themſclues onder the. fhicld of the ancient 
Grecke Phyſitians, to wit, that they follow the footſteps 
of the famous ancient Fathers , Hippocrates, Galen, 
and bs Apiſh imitator Paulus &gineta, with many 
moe : 1t is true that theſe worthy ancient Writers to pro= 
pagate to poſterity the precepts and rules of Art, toge= 
ther with manifold remedies, did conch themin the. © 
Grecke tongne, the which howbeit it was their © 
aud common ſpeech, yet neither wasit their intemthat 
they ſhould be diunlged abroad among#t the unlgar pes- 
le, neither yet could it then. be ſo preindiciall as now 
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adayes. Good reaſon bad they te write them in the. 
Greeke tongue, as being very famous, and by reaſon of 
the Macedonian Monarchy wander Alexander and 
his ſucceſſors , beſides Europe, it was farre fpreadin 
Alia, and the copiouſneſſe and clegancy gaue it no ſmall 
grase and eftimation among many Nations. Now that 
it was neuer the intent of theſe learned men that thoſe 
Bookeswhich contained the whole myſteries of this Avt 
| Pouldle diuulged abroad, may plainly appeare to all ſuch 
as will not be obſtinately ignorant, by the carefull 
keeping of them intheir T yy and Oratories their 
Prieſts 47d Southſayers taking charge of them : 4s 
likewiſe that all who did profeſſe and prattiſe this pro- 
feſfion neere the ſpace of a thouſand yeares, were de- 
ſcended of the linage of old ZEiculapius z and there- 
fore their intent and purpoſe was onely to haue them 
inuiolably kept for their ſucceſſors to be trained vp in 


the _ profeſſion. And azaine, that there was ns 


ſuch danger of diuulging them abroad in thoſe dayes 

us manifeſt, in that the wſe of printing was not many 
hundreds of yeares after this "any which means 
( ſaith a learned man) more may be in one day di- 
ſpatched, then by more mens writings in 4 whole 
yeare. 4 ' 

Now among many other Phyſicke prafticall Bookes 
ſome of our vvine 9p written in the Engliſh 
 Fongue,haue not alittle emboldened a many ignorant 

buſee-bodies to thruſt their ſickle ' into another 

mans harueſt. Hence comes it to paſſe, that any idle 

old trot, Cobler, or Coſkardmonger upon the reading 

of ſuch a booke will ſeem to pronounce ſome Delphian 

oracle by thevrine, The greatneſſe of which def

This ſort of people is ſo full of blockiſh ſtupidiry,thar 
they will require ro know by the vrine, not onely ſuch 
chings as we haue lately mentioned, but will moreouer 
beinquiſitiue ro know thereby whether the vrine which 
they carry be a Citizens or Strangers, as alſo where the 
party dwelleth: concerning the whick T cancel ye a 
pretty a ſtory as the former. | 

There dwelt once at Braxelra certaine Phyſitian of no 
ſmall account and fame for his ſuppoſed wromenticall chill: 
ro the which Pbyſitianat a certaine time a country-woman 
carrying her husbands vrine , goes in by the way to 2 
Gentlewoman, whoſe tenant the country-fellow her huf 
band was. This Gentlewoman ſecing now fo fit anop- 
portunity (which ſhe had hitberto expetted ) offered herto 
deceiuethis Phyſitian, deſired this country-woman, that 
ſhe mighe carry the vrive her ſelfero him. The woman 
yeelding, ſhe did as ſhe delired. The Phyfiriav narrowly 
marking thepor wherein the wrine was brought to him, 
and withall obſcruing that it was ſtopt with a certaine 
hearbe which he knew grew no where bur in offe place, 
looking ſtedfaſtly on the Gentlewoman, whom heknew 
to befull of craft, did ſuſpet ſome cozenage ; wherefore 
ſtudying to preuent the ſame, when the vrive was powred 
forth inco the vrival, with mature deliberation ab ſaid 
thus 3 Thu s neitber the vrine of a Gentleman or Ti owne/man, 
butrather of ſome country Farmer; and further it was brought 
_ 3nat ſuch a Gate. The Gentlewoman hearing this ſpeeci 

was notalittle amazed, and of her owne free accord did 
lay x v7 ro _ nt ps Farmers caſe, and could on 
wonder enonghat the Phyſirsaxs $kill and iudgement: for 
this fooliſh Woman did certainly perſwade br ſelf chat 
he had foiſnd out all this by the vr9ve onely., 

Tins vaine babbling and coniefturing by vrines is fo 
plealing to the people, that they giue commonly moſt 
ercdirtohim thatlyeth and praterh moſt. It was told me +

blockes without anſwering his demands, expeQting onely 
his oracle concerning their 275nes, ſaying ; that be was wer 
within the ſick: parties body, but that it was fit for thems like- 
w/e 10 declare and lay open their owne infirmities, and then for 
him to conſider of the urine; and laſtly, hawing thoronghly at= 
tained to the full knowledge of the diſeaſe, to cure it accordengly. 
And therefore would he not alwayes give credic to thar 
owne report (beeng but poore people that came thus with their 
ries tothe Hoſpital, as not being the cuſtome in Jtaly to carry 
the vrine to the Phyſitians bouſe, neither yet wall they then 
v03chſafe ſo much as once to looke wpouit; ) but ſent vs his 
Scholers oftentimes vnto them, that wee might obſcrue 
and marke diligently, as well the diſcaſe, as the Sympromes 
and circumftances thereof, and relate chem to him 3 a : 
which being done, then did hee appoint them ſuch phy- 
lickeashe + fir. | 

But at my comming home into mine owne Country 
2gtine, | found this fooliſh faſhion of inſpeRion of vrize 
in the Phyſicians owne bouſe to bee cuery whey pra peues 
and found moreouerthe people ſo peruerſe and froward, 
thac when as I asked chem concerning che manner of their 
diſcaſes,wirh the accidents thereof,chey would reply,That 
5 the thing we deſire to know of thee. 
This foohſh and vnaduiſed popular applauſe whey 
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the vulgar ſort yeeld to theſe wnskilfull and vnlearned 
Phyfitians (for the more learned and bonefter ſort of Phyſutiay 
they moſt commonly contemme ) gives occaſion to them rokil 
the ſimple people without any puniſhment. Ir is a yhing 
worth the wondring at to ſee what carethe poore reaſcn. 
leſſe creatures haue of preſeruing their lives, and on theo- 
ther ſide the ſmall account man («ppointed Lord and Ruler 
| overall the reſb of the creatures) maketh of ir, while as hee 
commitreth it to every idle Empmricke, ſome of which haue 
beene trained vp in the mechanicall trades of /500-maky, 
waeſon, &c. and ſuch like, and in three or foure dayes mi 
king profeſſion of this new trade of water-wonging , are 
afrerwards accounted famous and good Phyſitians, to 
whom thou ſhalt ſee the peepleflocke as to ſome Payrear 
Market. Would we not account ſuch a one for a vey 
fooleand idiot, who being now ready to dye of thirſt, 
would refuſe to drinke of a cleere ſweet ſpring running 
hard by him, and would rather make choice of a foul 
ſtinking ſlimy puddle, ir may bealſo further infeRed liks 
wiſe with ſome noyſome yenemous yerwine ? And zrc 
they not tobe reputed as fooliſh, who having $kilfull Phy- 
fitians hard athand, ſecke to ſuch as have neuer learned 
ſcarcetheir «4. B. C? Is it not a great macneſſeto erke 
Women alto- for helpe at the hands of woren, who are for che moſt 
an _u to part altogether vncapable of any ſerious bulineſle, they

The moſt of them alſo and the honcſteſt would willingly 
that this ſo wicked and peruerſe cuſtome were quite abo. 
liſhed, tothe end they might more readily and aſuredly 
proceed in their cures. The Impoſtors on the other par 
truſting to their Frmary conteRture only, and catching at 
that they can lay hold on from the mouth of another,thus 
dallying with the precious life of man, doe adminiſter to 


the (jlly people their moſt dangerous anfldeadly peyſons, 


making tryall of their moſt dangerous remedies vpen {0 
noble and worthy a Subiet, And to ſuch doth proper- 
ly belong that Piture of a water-propher, or water- gueſſer, 
which thou mayſt ſee ſet downe by the aforeſaid Langing, 
whoſe Goddeſſe may well bee TIoria,. or foolifoner, as is 
thereto be ſeene. Theſe rude and ignorant ſots therefore 
are in no caſe to bee compared with our learned Phyſitians, 
as being alrogether ignorant as well of the cauſes and

Somerimes he ſaid he was ſicke of 
the pox, prating of many other idle things not worth the 
rehearfall : and preſently againe would he affirme, char hee 
had a ſtone in his bladder as big as an egge, and that hee 
would be content to be hanged if it were not according 
to his words, Wherefore perceiuing it would be to ſmall 
purpoſe to vſe reaſons againft one,who could belittle ber- 
rered by the ſame, or by any ſharpe reproofe,l only anſwe- 
red him thus briefly, Cy Friend, I came not hither of mine 
owne accord, but being ſent for : and now ſo farre as I canper-

any thing elſe within the body of man according to the 

courſe of nature, Correpugnation (if ſo I may ſay) or Cor- Correpugna. 
repugnantis , are ſuch things as doe ſccendarily oppoſe tion. 
themſclues ro the Indzcation, and as one might ſay oppo- - 

fing themſclues together, or joyning with the other in 
oppolition,ſuch as are in cuacuation, the age, the ſexe, the 
temperature of the body, and thereſt of chis nature and 

kinde : all which when they: ſhew the.imbecillitic and 
weakeneſſe of naturall firength, doe cither not admit any 
euacuation at all, orelſe do inſinuate the apt and due mo- 

deration ofthe ſame. Now ſuch things as do neither indi- 

cate nor contraindicate, neither Ker us 2, nor difſwa-- 

ding; ſuch I ſay as if they were not at all, are not of ys 

conlidered, or taken notice of, but of theſe things ſec ar 
greac"length Donatus, Argenterins, and Montane, with

The firſt /cope of all therefore 
ſhall be, whether that wee would take in hand ought to be wn- 


dertaken ; for if it bepoflible, then may wee boldly goe a- 
bout it; if impoſllible, then nor to attempt it. Now co the 


end the Phy/itianmay yndertake or not vndertake a cure, 


two things aretobe conſidered, the efficient, and the nzar- 
ter or inffrument on the which the Phyſitianis to worke. 
Then come wee next tothe menner of curing. Now'then 
if wee meanc to proceed init, ewo things muſt concurre, 
the power, and the matter , if either bee wanting wee can 
doe nothing to any purpoſe ; as if any member of the be- 
dy be deficient, eye, noſe, &c. 198% 79:44. 

The Phy/tianhimſclfe may in like manner be deficient, 
in regard of his ignorance and inſufficiencie, ſuch as be 
Empiricks, women-phyſitians, & c. who arc fitter for baſer 
imploymenes then for ſo weighty = calling. The skilfull 
and learned Phyfitian may yer be deficient alſo in regard 
of ſome operations ſet downe by ſome famous auncienc 


Phyſitians, as being in thoſe dayes vſuall, now diſuſed and 
diſcontinued; as for example, the incifion of the diſeaſed 


of a Drophy, the which perhaps may be either in regard of 
the difficultic thereof, or in regard of the decaying of the 


Krengrh, ic not becing then ſafe to adminiſter the ſame. 


Sometimes alſo it commeth to _ that alchough as well 
the matter asthe infrument be fuceed for the operation,that 
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yet notwithſtanding ir is not ſafe to goe about the cure, 
in con(ideration of ſome other circumſtances which doe 
internally or externally happen and befall the ſubie& wee 
are to deale withall. The s:ternall may bee the temperature 
of the body, perturbations of the mind, age, and ſometimes the 


ſelf-wilfulneſſe of the ſiche, For if we ſhould appoint a ſtrit 


and thin ſparing dycr, the temperature of the body not 
becing able ro beare the ſame (as commonly wee fee in 
cholericke bodyes) then may it rather doe harme &c. So 


__ muſt wee be ſparing with Phlebotomy either in yong chil- 


dren, or yetin women with child, eſpecially cowards the 
beginning and later end of their time, the like circumſpe- 
ion is to be vſed in purging remedies. Neither yer are 
weeto neple the perrarbations of the mind, as in fainc har- 
red people weeare to vietheſe remedies ſparingly, as alſo 
in Lackey, and in the men/{ruoms flux of women, and inthe 
P4lesor Hemorrhosds, Such things as doe externally befa]l 
vs, arc firſt the ayre, and therefore in ſoft and foggy bo-' 
dies, in any great excefle of Summers heat or Winters cold 
the ſame ought to beereftrained if not wholly inhibired : 
the like being vnderſtood of an exceeding hot or cold re- 
gion. Cuſtome alſo muſt not be contemned, for ſome ac« 
cuſtoming themſtlues to feed 3; or 4. times a day, falling 
ſicke mutt be more liberally dyeted; and ſuch as are accu- 
Romed copurging and bleeding, ſuſtaineleffe hurt by the 
ſame. In likeſort weare to conltder whether weare to at- 
rempr any thing at all, or co commit the whole worke to 
natures Wiſe diſpoſing,according to the opinion of Argen- 
terives + or yer if we ſee the difeaſe ſofarre gonethat thereis 
no good to bedone,nor to attempt to do any thing, but tb

taken from the forme and /cirwation, And thus doth Galen 
appoint to prelcrue and.keepe the nacurall remperature,. 
with things alike in quality co the ſame, asto appoint dry 
remedies co dry parts,. and moyſt to themoyſer,&c. Se- 
condly, Donartusrakech his indication after Gelens minde, 
from the a&ox, and therefore willeth ys to purge the liver,

The 
fourth indication he rakes from the ſciruation of the pare, 
Thus are wee to apply to outward diſtempers remedies 
iuſt of the ſame degree of contrary qualities, and ſuch as 
che diſtemper requireth. But againe the inward and farre 
remote parts of the body being diſtempered require reme- 
dics a great deale ſtronger then the diſtemper in its owne 
nature, and that in regard of the remoteneſle of the parr, 
che Phy/icke loſing ſome of the force in the paſlage,&c. 
The hifc indication he taketh from the ſcnſibleneſſe of the 
part, fuch as be of an obtuſe and qull feeling concemning 
for the moſt partthe moſt effetuall meanes although chey 
were ofa corroding and cating quality. Such parts againe 
as be very cnlible heir ſtrength is quickly ouerthrowne, 
Itis very meecre and expedient therefore to remedy the 


ſamenotall ac oncein one inſtant with ſtrong and forci- 


ble meanes, bur for the more ſafety by degrees: but where 
the feeling is duller chou maiſt ſafely vie inch remedies as 
rhou ſhalt finde fitting all at one time. And thus it now 
appeareth plainly that rhis ſecond /cepe isnot to bee taken 
from the viewing of the water, as theſe ignorant Urine- 
»ongers doc moſt fallly ſuppoſe, who vpon the bare inſpe- 
ion of ic appoint their moſt dangerous and ftrong medi- 
cines,yea rather molt deadly Poylons, as doc in like man- 
ner our eNchymwiſts with their moſt dangerous metall- 
medicines, they being both alike ignorantin the Principles 


and rules of Art, The third ſcope ts by what meanes wee ought Third ſcope by 
zo bring that to paſſe which we intend, This ſcope then requi- what mcances. 


reth the furniture of ſuch Ruffe as Phyſ/icke is able toafford 
vs, the which either the diſeaſe or the cauſe of the ſame 
doth indicate. If the diſeaſe, then it cannot be ſufficiently 
knowne without the Phyſitians preſence, much lefſe cured 
vnletſc he be either alwaies prefent,or ac leaſt doe ofren vis 
lite his Patient. This ſcope then #5 indicated fromthe diſeaſe, 
rhe cauſe, together with tbe accidents of the ſame, And there-: 
foreold inuererate obſtruions doe indicate ftrong and 
forcible medicines for the-opening of them: the abun- 
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dance of humors,fuch Phy/icke as may. be fit for the evacu- 
ation ofthe ſame, The diſeaſe which. yet is crude; admire 
terh no cuacuation before the concoftion thereof. They 
arc not therefore without blame who preſently vpon the 
fight of the vrine onely, appoint the Patient ſtrong and 
violent.

snjirmity and the part affetted; as for example, A _ 
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ſuchremedies as are appropriate for the cough; Sromachica, 
hepatica, ſuch as befit - ftomacke and liver. Now the in- 
firmity ic ſelfe doth indicate the applications of the firſt 
qualities,thus; the beat chat which is cola, and the cold a« 
gaincthar which is hot, oc. The remperature againe doth 
indicatethe application of che like, as a cold remperature 
requireth a cold quality, Fc. The ſame may bee ſaid of all 
the aforeſaid qualities. - 

Now which of the qualities,that take their names from 
theplaceandthe infirmity of the ſame,ought to beapply- 
ed ynto it, is indicated or declared as well by the nature of 


the partit ſelfe,as of the diſcaſealſo. And for this cauſe the = 


ftomacke & line do require ſuch medicines as may ftreng- 
thenthem, as wormewood, &c,, Each part alſodoth crave 
her prgper and peculiar remedy : and ſoalſoarc ſome dif- 
caſes thought to be helped by ſome peculiar remedies ; as 


the falling fickneſſeby Peonie, &c, ' The fift generall ſcope 1s The 66 ſeope 
the quantity of the remedie; and in nothing whatſocuer doe the quantity of 
Empiricks and ignorant Phyſrians erre morethen in this theremedy. 


poynt, it being notwithſtanding ſo dangerous. It is not 
then ſufficient to know that the diſeaſe is to bee cured by 
contraries;but the exa&t quantity of the remedy is alſo ro 
be found out: for if we ſhall happen to ouer-coele a hot 


diſeaſe, we may caſt the ſicke inco a cold diſeaſe,the which: 


to preuent we ought to be acquainted both with the ſtate 
of the body of the licke, the diſeaſc it ſelfe, together with 


the natureand faculries of rheremedics. Now that T inſiſt 


not ypon:the opinions:of AMontanm Argenterins, and' 0- 
thers, I will ſhew onely from whence Ga/en taketh hisin- 
dications of the quavtity of the remedizs, whom Akakiaalſo 
(my ſometimes kind and louing friend, when as I practi- 
ſed Phyſicke in Frarse:) doth imitate. Hee taketh his indi- 
cation of the qpantity; firlit from che greatneile of the infir» 
mity, vader. which name I comprehend: both the diſeaſe, 


the canſe, and accidents of the ſame, A' great infirmity ther- 


foredoth noconly require a grear quantity of the remedy, 
but alſo: a competent power and force jinthefame: the. 
or LL ſmall. 
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| therefore an acute ſenſe and feeling doth reie&t a ftrong| 


_ of thepart. And therefore ſuch parts as haue within and 


ſmaller infirmicy,ſmaller in quantity, and remiſſer in forcey 
and finally the excetle of nature 1s to bee driven-away by 
the like excetle of the remedy, In the next place Galen ta- 
keth his indications from the obſtinacie and ftubbornnes 
of the diſcaſe;for when the ſame may eaſily bee remoued, 
then are we to exhibire-our remedies ſeldomer and more 
ſparingly: but if they. be hard and yneaſie to be remoued, 
then may we more freely, more copioulſly, and ofrner ex- 
hibice ourremedies. Thirdly, fromthe ftrength, for if it 
decay and waſt, then muſt we exhibite our remedies ſpa 
ringly and ſeldome:: bur if the caſe bee otherwiſe, then 
may weeoftner and frequently vie the ſame. . Fourchly, 
from the proper and peculiar nature of the Patient : for ac- 
cording as they differ,ſo muſt the remedies inlike manner 
vary. Some conſtitutions there are to whom any Pþy/iche 


will preſently turne into nouriſhment, and ſuch may take 
the ſame.more liberally. Others there are againe who are 


annoyed with any Phyſicke wharſocuer, ſothat oftentimes 
the very ſmell of it will incite chem to caſting; and roſuch 


thou oughteſt to giue the ſame more ſparingly. Fiftly,from 


the nature and condition of the part: &this doth compre- 
hend alſo vnder itthe exquiſite ſenſe and feeling, together 
with the dulnefſe thereof, the ſolidity, the office, &c. And 


and copious medicine, which a more obtuſe and dull 


ſenſeadmitteth willingly. Likewiſe a thin and*ſpongious: 


partrequireth much milder then that which is thick, hard 
and compa. So in like manner the noble parrs, and ſuch 
as performe a common duty to the whole bedy, (ſuch as 
are the fomacke;liner, heart, and braime) require-the ſame 


more mild,and withal{fparingly. On the contrary ſuch as 


be obſcure, ignoble, and performe ne ſuchpublike and 
common office, may eaſily indure it ſomewhat quicker 
and in greater quantity. Sixtly, Galen taketh the indicati- 
on of the quantity of the remedy fromthe ſhape or faſhion 


without large and wide pallages, chroeugh the which =

more gentle and more ſparing : but ſuch againe as are de- 
ſticute ofthe ſame, or haue their paſſages narrower, re-_ 
quire it both morecopious and more quicke. Seauenthly, 
from the /e#ation and connexion of the part with others ;

impollible, as if they would containe all the water ofthe 
Sezina few ſpoones. Whence it commeth to paſſe rhac 
theſe warer-prophers plunge themſclues in a world of er- 
rors, if- omitting and paſling by theſe ſcopes and indicati- 
ons yponthe bare ſight of che vrine| they ſhall happen ro 
preſcribe Phy/icke for their Patients : when as theſe for- 
mer indications do more then ſufficiently declare, thee the 
preſence of the Phyſitzen is alſo required to affiſt his Pati- 
ent, And ſomeare not content raſhly and boldly vpon 
che bare ſight of the wrine, (as is ſaid) ro preſcribe their rc- 
medies, but doe withall, publiſhing the ſame in their yul- 
gar tongue to the great damage of many, profticute the 
ſame to<uery ones idle braine and fancie,to abuſe them at 
his pleaſure.

Andrherefore rhe renowned Hippocrates 
leaueth vs this inſtruftion, that high and great pryfteries axe 
wot to be communicated to the :gnorant multitude, but onely to 
ſuch as are initiate & trained vp in the grounds & pranciple of 


the ſame. And it doth manifeſily appeare, that if the myſte- 


ries 
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ries and ſecrets of nature be laid open to wicked peoplezco 
Impoſters and decciuers,or yer tothe vnlearned, they doe 
_ exceedingly abuſe the ſame. And therefore. the foreſaid 
Heppocrates, vpon the adwiſtion of fuchas he found wor- 
thy to enter into this profeſſion; tyed them tothe oath of 
obſeruing ſuch precepts & ordinances as are ſet downe in 
that ſcience , molt prouidently foreſecing what great cala- 
mity and ynexpececd miſchiefe might betallmen,if the ſe- 
crets and myſteries of this Art were made common to

But tore:urneto our purpoſe againe, I hope that he- the mechani- 

neſt and ingenuous Phyſitians will not follow this vulgar call Arts 

and corrupt .cuſtome: but will not onely themſclues ab- 

ſtaine from divulgating abroad their billes or bookes in 

the vulgar tongue, as alſo from this prepoſterous and per- 

ue: ſe manner of #/petion of wrines 1ncheir owne Cham- 

bers; but will alſo as much as in them lyeth, labour to re- 

claime others from this error. And if yer they ſhall per- 

haps not attaine to their intended end and purpoſe; yet 
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ſhallchey in this poynt performe the'part of honeſt and 
earcfull Phyſitians, If any will yet further obieR, chat if 
the vrine doeneither demonſtrate and ſhew forth the in- 
firmiries nor yet the indications ofthe ſame, to Whar end 
and purpoſe hauc you heretofore referred the inſpeRion 
thereof ro ſo neceſſary and profitable a part of Phyſ/iche, as 
that which the Phyſirsars call commonly ſemezoticall, or 
handling che ſignes of diſeaſes? To this I anſwer, that 
none of our beſt Phyſitiens doc deny the neceſſary and 
lawfull vſe thereof; bur yet after a farre other manner then 


moſt men haue hitherto conceiued. My rpinde and pur- 


oletherefore is nor,nor cuer was, totake away the right 
vie, but to reforme the abuſe of the ſame,and taking away 
chat which hath beene by it vſurped, and now for along 
time vniuftly derained, to make knowne to the world 


what of right and due belongeth to the ſame, as hath been - 
at great length declared already. And thus I chinkeirt fit- 


ting that the Phyſitian bee preſent with his Patient there, 
not onelyro view his #rize, but alſo narrowly to conſider 
of all other ſuch ſignes as do offer themſclues to his view. 
For if wee thinke the preſence of the Surgeon neceſſary for 
the curing of any outward wound receiued inthe body, if 
hee will cure the ſame according to Artas he ought: much 
more is it requiſite that the Phyſitzas be preſent with his 
Patient, being.ſicke of any interaall diſeaſe, to the 
end that both hee may conſider of all ſuch rhings as we 
hauc heretofore ſpoken of, as alſo that hee may obſcrue 
and marke all ſuch things as may further or yet hin« 
der the cure of the ſame, as hath beene already at great 
length declared and ſer downe. Now it may perhaps 
bereplyed, this is not athing like to be reformed, lince ic 


1s not ynlikely that the greateſt part will ill retaine their 


old inueterare cuſtome, and will not free themſclues from 
impoſture and cozenage. TothemT anſwere, that. I be- 
leevethisro be true, all men are not of one minde, neither 
yet can wee aloneamend all errors which are crept into 
this noble profeffion ; diucrs others hauing before our 

times 
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times (alchough not with the expeRed iſſue) attempted 
thelike. In the meane time this thall giue the world a 
ſufficient teftimony of our diligence and care, in that wee 
hauec here oppoſed our ſelues againſt ſome ſuch errors, as 
haue Gmewias darkened the bright ſplendour of this 
Profeffion,and for the benefic of the licke, laboured and 
indeuoured toremoue our of rhe ſociety ofthe beſt appro- 
ved Phyſitians, this yaine babbling and .conieuring by 
the Urine: and ſome hopethere will be not onely ready 
to approuc and think well of theſe our endeuours,but will 
 alſotranſlate theſamein their vulgar rongues, to the end 
chacthe moſt (imple and ignoranc may by this meanes, if 
they will, free themſclues from the impoſture and coze- 
nage of theſe deceiving Fater-mongers. For this caufealſo 
are weto pray tothe great and mighry God of heauen, 
thathe would couch the 1gnorant conſciences of theſe Sy- 
cophants,iu g oling and Cogemmg E mpirickes,woman-Phyſjitians, 
and all the reſt of that rabble, that yet at length they may 
repent them of their cozenages and impoſtures. I doe in 
like manner moſtearneſtly intreat and requeſt all learned 
Phyſitians chat they would toyne with mee and others of 
my minde in theſe our ſo honeſt endeauours ; and wee a- 
gaine will not be wanting on our parts: and further if at 
any time by meanes of the importunity of ſome wee ſhall 
bee forced to giue way tothis inſpetion of zrime in our 
owne Chambers, we ſhall neuertheleſſe giue warning to 
euery one who ſhall thus come to aske counſell at our 
hands, that it were a great deale better that we were con- 
duRed to the place where che ſicke party lyeth, that fo 
both more eaſily and more ſafely we might doe our beſt 
for the reſtoring of him againe co his former healch. Bur 
if on the other {1de they will not hearken to this our whol- 
ſome admonirion, the tavit ſhall Iye ypon themſelues. 

Now at length todraw this our Diſcourſe to an end, I 
hope it doth plainly appeare, that thegenerall concluſion 
whereabout we haue ſo much beſtirred our ſelues in this 
whole Diſcourſe, as being the maine ſubject thereof, to 
wit,

fides. The Greeks gained this knowledge of the Agyprians, 
who were not idle, but improving the fame, would willingly 
haue afſumed all the honour to themſelues.

and limiting and confining it within its lawfull lifts and limits. 
Afterwards alſo hall appeare how our iudgement mayerre and

Phyſitians ſhould be fo little ſer by eicher at home or abroad, 
fince notwithftanding, praiſed be God, Germanie is a very 
 fruirfull ſoile, ſtored with moſt excellent wits, where the libe« 
rall Arts and ſciences donor alittle. flouriſh («ſomuch as that 
20ſt noble andillaftrizs Picus Earle of « Hirandole, truly praiſe- 
worthie and ener to be admired, as wellfor his high pedegree and n6- 
ble deſcent, as for by excellent and admirable gifts ty good learning, 
aid witneſſe rhat theriaer of Tiber bad now of late yuune into-the 
-Rhene: ) and yet for all this, the noble facultie of Phylicke lyeth 


contemned and deſpiſed. The cauſesof the ſame haue elſe- 1» fmpoſio, de 
| Where declared to be diucrs, whereof this is the chiefe, to wit, 7P%%ca. 


- thatthe chiefe and principall part of Phyficke diagnoſticke or 
:ſemioticke, which teacheth vs ro know the nature, cauſes, and 
- fubſtance of the diſeaſe by the ſignes and grounds of the ſame, 
is cithernot knowne at all, or atleaft alrogerher, inregard of 
their idleneffe, negleed; while as the ordinatie ſort of Pay(i- 
, tians do onely labour to know and difcerne thenature aad ſub= 
- ſtance of the diſeaſe by the ſole and fraudulent indication of the 
 fuckring vrine. Buritis acknowledged ofall true Phyſitians, 
that the ground and beginning of finding out aright the true 
method of curing diſcaſes, is the knowledge of the diſeaſe, to- 
gether with the place ſeiſed with the ſame, which is not 
- knowne by the bare infpeRion of the vrine onely, being but a 
: doubrfull figne; but (as Galen ſaith well) rhe knowledge ofthe 


diſeaſe js colleQed by meanesof the place affeRed, together 
D 3 with 
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wich the diſpoſition of the ſame beſides natire 2 which being 
the internall cauſe of the diſeaſe (or the diſeaſe it ſelfe) annoy- 


ing the aRion,it isno maruell if the fignes of each be common 


to both 2 and thus is the diſeaſe and place affe&ed diſcerned 
and knowne,both by the parts of the ſubſtance therof, the con. 
rents, adherents, the aRion intereſſcd, rogether with the acci= 


_ dents ofthe diſeaſe , from the parts of the ſubſtance ofthe part 


affeRed : as if we ſhall perceive any griſtle of the windpipe to 


be ſpit vp with coughing,it doth argue and indicate to vs an ex» 


ulceration ofthe lungs , together with a conſumption of the 
ſame, Fromthe conrents;asif thou ſhalr perceiue the chyle 
(that is, the meate receiued. into the Romacke and alittle al- 
cered)) or the ordure iflue out of a wound, thou mayeſt from 
thence ſafely colleAthateither the ftomack, or guts are wonn- 
ded. Such things alſo as do adhere orgrow to the part, do both 
declare the diſeaſe and the part annoyed therewith, For if ypon 
a fraQure of the ſcull there grow out lictle round lumps like vn- 
to little muſhromes, it doth argue the dammage and hurt of the 
metnbrane orskin coucring the braines. No lefſe: doth the 
hurtof the ation bewray as well the hurt of the organe and in- 
ftrumentr of it, as the diſeaſe itfelfe: as the retention of the y- 
rine doth argue an obſtruQion in the pipes conucighing the y- 
rine from the kidneyes to the bladder: or the exceſſiue fluxe of 
the ſame being crude and not concoRed, doth argue the indif- 
poſition of the kidneyes.  Toyne yet withthe former, as moſt 
pregnant proofes and teſtimonies of the diſeaſe, theſe infepara- 
ble accidents ofthe ſame,commonly called pathopnomonica, the 
whichthe diſcaſe it felfe doth procure and beger : as a ſtinging 
and pricking paine in the fide, ioyned with aburning feauer, 
doth argue not onely a P/exri/ie, but alſo tharthe skin or mem- 
brane which enuironeth the ribs is ioflamed. And ynto all the 
aforeſaid ſignes thou mayeſt, 1f thou wilt, adde the intricate 
knowledge of thepulſe of the arteries, rather then the vncer- 
raine iudgementbyvrine : thewhichas we do not altogether 
rejieQ, ſo do wettot attriburteſo muchthereunto as theſe impo=- 
tors do. Now what extraordinarie paines ſome of the ancient 
Phyfitians tooke-in fearching- our any thing which might af- 
foord 
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foord them any knowledge or infight in the nature of the dif- ſearching our 
eaſe, thou mayeſt from hence coileQ, that to the end they - bgues of

might more cafily find out the nature and qualitie of the hu- 
mour faulty and abounding in the bodie, they did raft of the 
very ſweare that was rubbedofi the bodie in the hatchoules, 
as alſo of that ſuperfluous matter found intheeares: like asrhe 
horſe-leaches were wont ta taſte of the horles duvg, whom for 
that cauſe that pleaſant Poet Ariſtophaner calleth gzanzdyes, 
whatif by the authoritie of Hippocrates I ſhould prooue, thac 
the colour of the tongue, and the reſt of the bodie, giueth. vs 
more affured and certaine knowledge of the ſtate of the hu- 
mours contained inthe bodyand inward bowels, then the y- 
rine? And yet thisthe ordinarie fort of yrine-monging Poyſi. 
tians will never be able ta diſcerne, as not being preſent with 
the paticnt, Foras inche yellow Iaundiſe, a yellow and ſaffron 
like calour of the skinte doth better declare any obfiruQion 
of the gall-bagge , and an querflowing of choler over the 
whole bþodie, then the vrine : ſo doth in-like fore the leaden 
colour of the face, andthe reſt of the bodie, demonſtrate better 
vato vs ſome indiſpolition of the Liuer and fpleene then the vs» 
rine. Nolefle alſo doth the colour of the tongue and tat, it fin» 
deth & performeth the like, For ſuch as is the bumor aboiiding 
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: inthe ſtomacke or veines, eſpecially when ic groweth fierce 
and vnruly, with ſuch a colour and taſt is the tongue moſt com- 
| monly imbrued, Wherefore well and learnedly faid the wor-

of Aſclepiades, nor ſuperficially, but ſolidly learned, didneuer 
_ ſettle theiriudgements concerning the ſubſtance of the diſeaſe 
yponthe vrine alone : no nor yet if fome contents hadprocee- 
ded from the ſubſtance of the kidneyes, bladder, or parts cone 
tained in them; and ſo ifſted ourwith the vrine : but did ra- 
ther by the colour, contents, ſwim or ſublimation,obſerue the 
ſtrength of the naturall parts about the liuer and Romach, as 
likewiſe the concoRion of rhe humours in the veines; to the 
end that in feuers they might find out the times of the ſame; 
and ſo might more-cafily foretell the time of the future criſe, 
whetherthe ſame were like to be hopetull and healthfull, os 
dangerous and deadly; and withall co find our the fitteſt time 
for purging. The which Galen, Hippocrates his true interpreter, 
doth intimate vnco young Phyſicians in theſe words. The wrine 
eth notice of theſe parts, to wit, the liner, kidneyes, bladder, and 
the ſlrength of rhe veſſels which containe the blond, andthe weake= 


neſſe 


countenances, Bur as ifthis were yer a ſmall matter,to prate by 
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neſſe of the ſame, as alſo that facultie which engendreth the humors: 
but as concerning the infirmities of the braine, the cheFt and lungs, 
there be other ſignes and ſymptomes of the ſame, whereby their diſea+ 
ſes are diſcerned. All theſe things therefore the wiſe Phylitian is 
ro enquire , ſearch, and find our, from the ficke himſelfe, and 


Aphoriſmes : Concerning diſeaſes pronounce not raſply thine opi« Aphoriſm. 
nion , neither yet looke thou pon the wine , vntill ſuch time as thou 

haſt firſt ſcene the ſiche, and of him demanded and found forth emery 
circumſtance belonging to the diſeaſe. With him doth Rhazes an Rhax, in apbor. 
Arabian Piyfitian agree in his Aphoriſmes, in theſe words: 7c 
becometh the Phyſitian to acke dinerſe queſtions of b1s patient, tothe 

end he may attame to thetnternall canſe of the diſeaſe , that by ſuch 

meanes he may afterward: be able to pronounce ſound indgement ac« 

E cording to reaſon © neither yet let him be aſhamed to acke of the pas 

tient, whether the diſeaſe be within or without theyerme. Burt our 
Phyfrizns, being like vnto the lazie ſedentarie Phyſitians of A- 
lexandria, left rhey ſhould be by the vulgar people (whodo 
commonly beleeue, that the Phyfician knoweth all by the y= 

rine) taxed of ignorance, are aſhamed to aske of the patient 

the cauſes and ſympromes of his diſeaſe. And to the endrhey 

may the better accommodate themſelues tothe fooliſh humor 

of the ſimple and more ignorant fort, they are not a whit a- 

frayed to prate of diſeaſes by the inſpeRion of the vrine onely, 

But would to God the truth were with them in greatereſteeme

inſpeRion of the vrine, brought in by ſome Phyfitians and im- 

poſtors of later dayes,to the great miſchiefe of mankind.Then 

tor certaine would they be more carefull and diligent in ſcar+ 

ching out the natures of diſeaſes by their cauſes, the hure and 

hinderance of the aRion, as alſo by the Pathognomoniche 

fignes: and then without all doubt ſhould they cure a great 


mapy moe, 2s alſo by this meanes ſhould their names become 
E 2 


not from the yrine, For this cauſe well ſaid Damaſcents in his Damaſcenus in 
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a great deale more famous, both among their owne friends and 
acquaintance, and among ſtrangers. And by this meanes alſo 
ſhould theſe wandring and cozening rogues, impoſtors, apo« 
Raticall monks , perfidious Tewes, enemies to all Chriſtians, 
the ignoranc Pariſh-Prieſts, alchymiſts , and all the rabble of 
ſuch rake-hels, (but I had almoſt forgorten thoſe old rots fot- 
runetellers) be thruſt ot: from profeſſing pbylicke : all the 
which offenders not having learned fo much as the firſt 
grounds and principles of naturall Philoſophie or Phyſicke, do 
without controll or puniſhment trie their deſperate remedies, 
by the death of many a man. Wherefore there could nothin 

be deuiſed more profitable and beneficiall for the good of the 
commonyealth, then that art length all Chriftian people were 
freed from the tyrannic and miſchiete of theſe cruell impo- 
tors, who by meanes of the ſecret obſeruation of the vrine, 
ynknowne to the yulgar ſort, do conceale their owne 1gno- 


* rance, and haue,as drones do into the Bec=hiue, creot into this 


profeſſion. By the- premiſſes , 1 hope thou haſt heard whar is | 


the cauſe that Phyſicke and the Profeſſors of the ſame are not 
of ſo high an eſtceme in theſe our countries at this time. 


Of the differences of ſigues by the which Phyſitians do diſcerne 
ana know aiſeaſes , and do preſage the future 


sſſue of the ſame. 


As I heare, theſe barbarous and wicked perſons, falſly afſu. 


. ming ynto themlſclues the name of Phyficians, do mwurter and 


grumble againſt me, becauſe of condemning their mad, raſh, 
and foole-hardie finding out of diſeaſes, by meanes of the yrine 
onely, for whoſe {landerous backbiring I care nota ruſh, For 


ſuch. as cannot helpe, I ſee not how they can hurt me. No more 


can I conceiue whar the Phyſitian can performe,as concerning 
the cure of the diſcaſe, being ignorant of thenature and eftate 
of the ſame. For this cauſe the ancient Phyſitians did with 
reat labour, trauel], and induſtrie, ſearch out the cauſe, the 
nature and ſubſtance of the diſeaſe, from the which the indica- 
tions of remedies are derived, and not fromthe vrine —_—_ 
| rom 
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from the ſignes called Pathognomonicke,and from the whole 
concourſe of the ſymptomes or accidents: who did likewiſe 
deuide Phyſicke principally into two parts, to wit, that which 
we commonly call Therapenticke,whoſe moſt large and come 
mon ſcope, is to cure difeaſes by contrary remedies: and into 
that part which we call Diagnoſticke ; whoſe moſt common 
ſcope is to diſcerne. the whole and ſound from the like, and the 
ſickeand infirme from the whole, being vnlike the ene to the 0- 


ther. And this part of Phyſicke doth farre excell the other, to 


wit, the Therapeuticke , the which without the Diagnoſticke 
is of ſmall vſe or profir, And becauſe it did lay open the perfe& 
and abſolute knowledge of the diſeaſe, by meanes of the ſignes 
Pathognomonicke, proper and peculiar ro euery diſeaſe, toge- 
ther with the concurrence of accidents, which the Empiricks 
called guud pops (which were nothing elſe but the colleQRion 
by obſeruation of certaine accidents and circumſtances of diſ- 
caſes) the later Phyſicians therefore gaue it the name oyuaronct, 


or that part of Phyſicke which handleth the fignes of diſeaſes. 


Wherefore we cannot but much wonder at Ga/er, a man of ſo 


_ great learning, who beſides two hundreth and fittie bookes 


written of diuerſe ſciences,and of all theother parts of Phyſicke 


aboue foure hundreth ; all being likewiſe written in ſo good | 
order and method, thatnotwithſtanding he hath not brought 


to ſull perfeQion this ſo noble a part of Phyſicke, called Diag- 
noſticke, but onely diſperſedly here and there, eſpecially in thar 
booke called the Conſtitution or ordering ofthe Art of Phy- 
ficke, hath asir were ſowne ſome ſeeds of the ſame. But yer A- 
wicenua, Rhazes, and other Arabian Phyfitians, and ſuch among 
the Greeks as haue written of late after Ga/ey, as Panlus, eEgi- 
nets, Actins, EAttuarins, and Alexander Tralliaurs , follown 

the footſteps of the ancient Empiricks, did colleR and gather 


rogether in euery ſeuerall Chapter which did diſcourſe of the . -- 


diſeaſe, a great number of the ſignes and ſeuerall accidents of 
the ſame: but ſo confuſedly and indiftinAly , that hardly coul- 
deſt thou diſcerne one manner of figne from another:inſomuch 
as thou mayeſt, nor without cauſe,call their Diagnofticke Phy- 
ficke, the confuſed chaos of Democritxe. And further they do 
Wo not 
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not infiruR vs ſufficient! y what figne of the diſcaſe doth argue 


or ſhew foorth the greater or {mailer ſtrength, Bur there is in 


And inEngland Germanie at this day,a ſort of idle prating tellowes, more foo- 


alio, 


liſh then any others, who, as if ail the fignes of every diſcaſe 
were to be ſeene in the vrine, are not aſhamed, by the ſole and 
bare inſpeRion thereof, to prate and pronounce ſentence con- 
cernivg the-ſubſtance of the diſcaſe, and the life and death of 


_ the diſeaſed, as hath bene ſaid alreadic, To the end therefore

that their impudencic may be made manifeſt, and layd open to 
every one, I purpoſe to inſert ſomcthing in this Epiſtle concer- 
ning the differences of fignes, to the end that I may miniſter 
occaſion to ſome others more learned then my ſelfe, to handle 
the fame by an abſolute & exquiſite metnod: the which taske 
will alſo willingly vnderizke for the good of the ficke,if I may 


- obtaine ſo much time and leiſure,that at length this fo hainous 


a faulr, and worthy of no ſmail puniſhment, may be baniſhed 
from among the companie of all honeſt and ingenuous Phyſi- 
tians, andaright and perfeA method, as well for diſcerving as 
for curing, may be ſer downe. Now it is granted,as well among 
Phyloſophers as Phylitians , that the effeQts and accidents do 
indicate and declare their cauſes. Iris likewiſe well knowne, 
that the accidents arenothing elſe but the effeQs of the diipo= 
firionof the diſeaſe, No man therefore can deny, that the acci- 
dents ( of which number are alfo the zQions intercfled, and 
ſome things which eſſentially do adhere thereunto)do indicate 
and declare, as well the difeaſe as the place affeQed, as being 
the harbour and receptacle of the ſame,and vnro which the re- 
medies ought to be applyed. Now as concerning the accidents, 
fome of them are called dy the Greekes Epiphanomena, thar is, 
fach as do appeare indeed, but vaniſh away againe before the 
diſeaſe beat an end:others againe called Pathognomenica,which 
beiog of the eſſence of the diſeaſe, do both begin and end with 
the ſame, And theſe be inſeparable and certaine figties of rhe 
diſeaſe, the concourſe of which doth more certainly and truly 
declare vnto vs,the nature,manner,and kind of the diſeaſe, then 
anyvrine can do. As a continual! feaver, together with a pric- 
King and ſtinging paine in the fide, a great coughand ſhart- 
| = nefle 
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it were all at one inftant, are euident and cercaine fignes of a 
Plenreſie.But other accidents which do after ſucceed,are called 
Epiphenomena or Synedreononta, as if thou ſhouldeſt ſay, afſel- 
ſors or afſ1:tants to the diſeaſe, voto the which alſo they atenot 


inſeparably annexed, nor yet haue their originall together with, 
the ſamc; but for the moſt part,cither ſeldome, or after a doubt-- 


full manner,do accompanie the diſeaſe, not making vp the ſub- 
Nance, bur certaine differences of diſeaſes. As in a Plewreſpe 
a red, bloudie,or yet yellowiſh ſpictle,apaine extending ic ſelfe 


to the breaſt bone or neather.part of the midriffe, watching, 


deliberation, and terrible dreames 2: theſe accidents are called 
aſſiſtant or accompanying, and do declare either the diffe- 
rence of the diſeaſe ; or elſe the mildnefſe or malignitie of the 
ſame. Now it behooueth the Phyfitianto ponder and expend 
with himſelfe-in fuch a concourſe of accideats- equally, the:

ritic, For if thoſe which are dangerous do-vanquiſh' and ouer- 
come the ſtrength and vigour of nature,either by, their force or 
number, then mayeft thou boldly pronounce ,- that danger is 
not farre from the doore.. And againevn the contrary,if ſuch as 
do promiſe fecuritie be of greater-power then the former, then 
ſhall the ficke eſcape outof the deepe danger of Scylia and Chas 
r76di5,and by the vertuc and power of a happy Cr1/:,faile forth 


intothe haven of health : and that yer more afſfuredly.,/if-in the * 
meane time perfe& fignes of concoion hall appeare. A. ' 


moneſt ſuch ſignes ſome are called Decretorie , or {udicatorie; 
other fignes of cruditie and concoRion; others againe do fore- 
tell che ſecuritie or danger of the diſeaſe. Now the figne 
concoRian, after the beginning of the diſeaſe is paſt over, 
. the bumours by meanes of the naturall heate, well concoced, 
ſequeltred, and ſeparated from that which is putride and cor- 


rupt , do appeare about thetime of the increaſing or vigour.

thing , then doth it ſhew foorth abſolute cruditie; and if he 
ſhould chanceto ſpita ſpittle without any mixture, being thin,

wateriſh, & ofa leaden colour, or of the coleur of verdigreaſe, 
it dothnot onely argue cruditie, but doth alſo portend the vtter 
ouerthrow of the patient.. But the vrine being an excretion of 
the ſecond concoRiion, doth certainly ſhew foorth the crudity 
and concoQtion ofthe humours contained in the veines, guts, 
liuer,and places adioyning, the ſaid parts being annoyed.either 
with feauer , inflammation, Scirrhus, or yet any other diſtem- 
per whatſoeuer. For if the ſame both in colour and ſubſtance be 
like vato ſuch vrines as are viſually ſeene in perfeQhealth, ha- 
ving a reſidence white , euen, and like vnto well concoRted 
matter, it doth truly witnefle vnto vs,not onely the concoQion 
of the diſeaſe, eſpecially in feauers , but alſo that the naturall 
force andpower isa great deale fironger then the diſeaſe , and 
therefore thar it is like to obrtaine the viRorie in the conflict 
with the criſis. But by this meanes the vtine isno Pathognos» 
monicke ſigne, and yet aneceſſarie figne of concoQion and

coQion, and yet pQather belly or intrails,and places adioyning to them. Where- 


to be obſerued, 


fore Galen in the expoſition of the prediftions of Hippocrates, 
doth grant, that the vrine doth ſhew foorth and demonſtrate 
the ſtate and diſpoſition of the parts of the liuer, kidneyes, and 
bladder; as likewiſe of the ſtrength or wealnefle of the veſſels 
containing the bloud, and of the naturall power and yertue 
which is the ingenderer ofthe humours : howbeit the ſame 
Galen againe affirmeth, that there are other Pathognomonicke 
fignes belonging to the braines, lungs, mother, finewes, &c. 
And yet notwithſtanding, might one, not without cauſe, a- 
vouch, thatthe vrine giueth notice of ſome infirmities of the 
place through which ir paſſerh , not primarily and als,

raſhly apply the (ignes of vrine to any other chen the aforena- 
med diſcaſes,tnis famous father of Phyſitians doth adde imme- 
diatly: Take heed therefore leſt thou be deceined , the party making 
ſuch an wrine when the bladder is amiſſe; for thenſuch wrines belong 
wot to the whole body ,- but ought tobereferred to the bladder onely, 
There is yet another fearefull and dangerous diſeaſe belonging 
tothe kidneyes, called Dzabete or Polaropſy; being an extraot= p;beze; 
dinarie fluxe of the vrine, called ofthe Greekes by reaſon of ; 
this vnſatiable deſire of drinking Dipſacus. This diſeaſe is an» 
ſwerable to the diſeaſc called Zientersa ; and for this cauſe they 
are continually forced to drinke,all which being nothing ar all 
changed, in colour, ſubſtance, or in ſmell, they do voide forth 
apgaine as they receiued it, and thac by reaſon of the imbecillity 
of the returning and alcering powers and faculties of the kid- 
neyes. Now thatiuch an viine is the proper andpathognomo- 
nicke ſfigne of this difeaſe, no man of vnderftanding, I thinke, 
will denie, Followeth now the third ſort of fignes of conco- . 
ion of ſuperfluities, to wit, the excretions of the beilie, be- 
lovgivg tothe firſt concoRtion; the which being ſoft, faſhio- 
ned according to the concauitie of the-guts, and ſomewhat 
faſtened or fliffe , being alſo voydedartthe accuſtomed time, 
and anſwering in proportion to the food recetued: then,as faith 
Hippocrates, they do {hew forth and declare the firength of the 
naturall faculties of the tomacke, rogether with the good di- 
geſtion thereof;Thele three ſorrs of fuperfuities then giue par- 
ticular notice of the proper Rate and difpofition of ſuch parts of \ 
the bodice as they paſſe cthorow, rogerber with the irength _- 
| the 
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thenaturall powers: and firſt the ſuperfluities of the meate do 
| argue anddeclare the force and ſtrength of the ſtomacke, For | 
this cauſe the Emperour eLutoxinxs his groomes of bis flable 
did daily both taſte and ſmell to the ordure of his ſtately horſe, | 
knowne by his greene furniture, ro know whether he had well | 
digeſted his food or not. Now the vrines are ſignes of the ſtate 
of the bloud in the veines, and diſpoſition of the Liner, which | 
is 8ppointedto be the hote harth or kitchin for concoRion of | 
che humours. The ſpirtle in diſeaſes of the cheſt, is vnto'vs a 
figne and token of concoRion or cruditie: and thoſe of the firft

- their power, force, efficacie, and hgnification,doth depend vp- bo 
pon the fignes of concoRion ; neither are there any among all ſ 
the fignes of concoRion more neceffarie tor the Phyſicians vſe, ; 
then theſe pathognomonicke fignes. Andtell me, I pray thee, ” 
how ſhall the Phyfitianeuer be able ro cure vacouth and vn- on 
knowne diſeaſes , vnleſfe the parhognomonicke fignes firſt lay we 
rhem open to his view and conſideration; inthe finding out of _ 
which, the ancients tooke ſo great paines, as hath bene faid al- cl 
readie. Burt fince it isnot the worke of the Phyfitian, but of na- ds 
cure, to concoR andcure: diſeaſes, ir ſhall be yery needful-for * 
the Phyfitianco know afſuredly the vigor and firength of the 0] 


vaturall power and force, whether it be like to ouercom? the 
diſcaſc,

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diſeaſe, or to faint vnder the burden of it , by which meanes we 


' ſhall artajne vato more certaine and aſſured ſignes of life and- 


death, then ever did thoſe ſoothſayers and wizards, whom the 
Romanes did maintaine for the benefit of their ficke people; 


whoſe prophecies and prediQions no man of ſound iudgement . 


will ever belceue to containe any matter of truth. But ſuch 


prognofticke fignes as are colleRted from concoQion, are ſo 


firme and ſure, that Ga/en doth boaſt and brag, that he was ne- 
uer by them deceiued. Now our Age ries Phyfitians are 
cither veterly ignorant of them, or eMe notwithſtanding ſer 


light by chem : who, notwithſtanding, fitting idle at home, are 


nothing art all aſhamed, by the vrine alone to deliuer their Del. 
phias oracles concerning all diſeaſes : who nevertheleſſe, haue 
neuer ſo much astaſted of this ſo noble part of Phylicke called 
aiagnoftiche , without the which the other}, ro wit, therapen- 
ticke, can neuer ſubhiſt : yer are they neither aſhamed toafſume 
ymo themſelues the cure of vnknowne diſeaſes,nor yet toarro- 
gateaund vſurps the name of Phyſitians, Farewell, and write 
backe ynto me againe, after what method and order this diag» 
woſticke part of Phyſicke ought to be both written and tavghr.

Now it may eaſily come to paſſe,that 
a woman may be ſurpriſed with many isfirmities which may hide and 
 darkentheprincipall ſigne of conception (if any there were) in the v- 
rine: ſuch as be headach, any cold, eſpecially being accompanied with 
acongh, cruditie, or indigeFt ion of the ſtomacke , preat paine in the 
kidneyes,&c. And which is yet morethe eating of raw frutte,ſallets, 
 milke, porke, peaſe, ſperage, cabbage, artichocks, muſhromes , and 
many other ſuch hind of food, not being ordinarie or v[all to the par- 
tie, are ſufficient to alter and change, not the colour onely,, but the 
contents of the urine alſo, Moreoner the vrine doth moſt properly and

boy. After the which time Ruthamer us began quite to diſtaſie me;

The chicfe and prin- 
cipall reaſon alledged for this is, becauſe men are commonly of 
an hoter conſtitution then women, which is the cauſetharrtheir 
vriges arc dyed of an higher colour; and moreouer, that the 
contents in womens vrines , | in regard of their idle and ſeden« 


rarie life; do often exceed mens inquantitie. But this muſtnor 


fimply be confidered, but as we commonly ſay, ceteris paribua: 
thatis, a man of a good and loudable conſtitution of body, v- 
fing diet anſwerable both in quantitie and qualitie, and auoi- 
dingidleneſſe: a woman likewiſe of a colder complexion , as 
often they are, vſing moderate diet, a ſedentary and lazie life, 
auoyding hote dier. If, I ſay, one ſhould bring thee: ewo ſuch 
vrines, demanding to know which were the mans and which 
the womans, then without great difficultie mighteſtthou giue 
outaright verdi. But if one ſhaidbring vnto chee two vrines, 
the'oae of a man; the other of 'a waman; the one not differing 
from the other , and the womans perhaps higher in colour and 


' thinner in ſubſtance, (which may by:diuerſe meanes- come to 


paſſe) thou ſhouldeft giue wrong! ſentence, then- being thus 


gulled; thou mighteſt be madea gazing ftocke-ro. thy neigh» 


bours;by reaſon of thy peremptorie opinion.

I my ſelte haue alſo 
knowne many a man make'paler vrines; with'greater quamtitie 
of contents, then women : which may eaſily come to paſſe; by 
rcaſon of great quaffing, daintic fare, and abundance of caſe 
and idlenefſe, the engendrers of all manner of cruditizs. Hae 
wenot now adayes more then a good many whoſe God is their 
guts, Frages conſumerenati,on whoſe vrines thou mighteſt long 
looke, before thou could(t diſcerne any thing mareriall or to 


_ the purpoſe? As for our women, what if their Liver and Kia- 


eyes be hote, as I haue not ſeldome obſerued, may not. this 
bring forth an high water? and will not obſtruRions eafily de. 
priue it of contents, Bur eſpecially if theſe women be well ac. 
quainted with a pipe of Tobacco, a cup of good ſherrySacke, 
Malago,or Canaty,or yeta cup of good nappy Ale well brewed 
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with ſugar, nutmegge and ginger,may ic not now andthen not 
onely colour the vrines,but make their faces flouriſh with ſome 
orientall carbuncles and rubies? Beſides the former reaſons, 
will not faſting, watching, perturbations of the mind, diet in-. 
quantitie and qualitie, with diuerſe other things moe, alter the 
vrineas well in man as in woman? It were, perbaps, an eaſier 
matter to obſcrue this difference in ſome hoter climat then our

like then many men, how were any able ro contradict it? But 
if Iſhould ſend to the cunningeſt piſſe-propher in this king - 
dome the vrine of ſome Hermaphrodite or man-woman , what 
would or could they ſay?and to which of the ſexes would they 
aſcribe the vrine ? Now that ſome ſuch are to be found, cannor 
be denied.It hath bene holden for atruth in all ages: and of late 
yearesalcarned Phyſitian hath written a booke concerning 
that ſubie&, where be bringeth in a number of hiſtories of an- 
cientand later times. Ihaue bene alſo credibly informed of 
ſome ſuch who haue liued here in theſe parts of the countrey, 
But if the woman ſhall be ſurpriſed with any hote and acute 
diſeaſe (as the yrine is ſeldome fentto the Phyfitian bur in fick- 
nefle) will not theſe confound chy iudgement? Now if the ſexe 
cannot be diſcerned bythe vrine in perſons of yeares, what ab. 
ſurditic is it to demand the knowledge hereofin a woman with

I cannot but much maruell, that any man that had cuer 
ſuckr in the principles and grounds of Phyſicke, ſhould be ſo 
farre ouerſeene, this being a peculiar propertie of ſuch vrines, 
that they will not be turned by any heare whatſoeuer.It is then 
apparent, how little certaintie is to be colleed concerning 
the iudgement of diſeaſes, by the ſole inſpeRion either of thick 
or thinne vrines: to wit, that 8fter many cautions and divers 
interrogations,if thou meete with an vnderſtandiog meſſenger, 
and the vrine {ent ata conuenienr time, and all other circum- 
ances obſerued (which neuertheleſlſe, ſeldome or neuer con- 
curre altogether) and thou thy ſelfe being wiſe and vnderſtan- 
. ding, mayeſt perhaps,learne ſomething concerning the ate of 
the diſeaſe, as cruditie and concoRion ; and it may be, ſome 
moe circumſtances, and yet the ſtrength of the patient ( which 
is moſt materiall, and the yulgar never able to judge of the 
ſame) 
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ſame) together with many other circumſtances, notro be neg- 
leRed ſhall be concealed from thee: many of our countrey peo- 
ple, being ſo ignorant that they thinke their neighbour nor a 
whit amended, vnleſſe he be able, asat other times, 'to fill his 
bellie with bag-pudding & bacon.

enticing trickes, theirlothſome and filthie carkaſles,to the end 
they may more eaſily deceiue ſuch as will be caught in their 
ſnares : doth itnotoften fare eucn ſo with the colour of the y- 
rine? For oftentimes when they make the faireſt ſhew, doth not 
even death knocke atthe doore? My purpoſe is nor here to 
make any phyloſophicall diſcourſe concerning the cauſes of co- 
lours in generall, and then to apply the ſame to vrines in parti- 
cular, and ſo to infilt vpon each ſeuerall colour: for this might 
proue too tedious, and perhaps, not ſo pertinent to the purpoſe 
we haue inhand. And yet, notwithſtanding , I will fay ſome- 
thing of cach of the chicte and principall colours; by the which 
it may more cafily be conceiued, that the like deceit may be. 
ſeene inthe others like vnto them. Now my purpoſe is to begin 
with that colour which is the beſt of all others,being as it were 
the-rule and ſquare whereby we do difcerne and judge of the 


_ failings and defeRs of all the reſt, This colour is called in Latin 


Subrufus, ſubanreus, or ſnbcrocew : and in Engliſh, palew, or 
light ſaffron, This colour our Phyſitians do generally account 
che beſt-of all others, and that it beſt betokeneth cxaR conco. 
Rion. Neither yet muſt this firſt and beſt colour arguing good 
6oncoRion, be ſimply and in it felfe ſo confidered, but reſtrai- 
ned to flouriſhing age. For in old men, women and children, 
(whole vrines, eſpecially chilarens, do commonly decline to- 
wards white and pale)ir doth betoken that their bodies are too 
hote, eicher by reaſon of diet, exerciſe or ſome other meanes, 
But if one ſhould bring vnto thee ſuch an yrine , how couldſt

T his colour of vrine, howbeit1t 
hath many degrees, ſome being ot an higher, and ſome againe 
ofa lower coloured red: yet (faith Galen) all are coloured with 
a greater or ſinaller portion of bloud therewith mingled. Nes 
uertheleſſe, that this ſame colour of vrine is procured by the 
mixture,more or lef]e,not of bloudalone,burt alto of an high co- 
loured choller, ioyntly or {everally according to the greater or 
ſmaller quantitie thereof , is not by a ſmall number of learned 
Phyfrians maintained: as alſo that this ſame colour of vrine is 
often and vſvally fcene in hote and acute diſeaſes, is not vn- 
kgowneto the very vulgarand vnlearned fort of people. Now 
a many cauſes may bring foorth this efteR : this colour of vrine 
higher or lower appearing in a many hote and acute diſeaſes; 
which wouid puzzle a good Phyftian,by the bare fight of ſuch 
an vrine, roknow whacdiſeaſec it were. But yetisnotrbisrule 
ſo-infallibly true, that ic admitr<th of no exception, as is the 0+ 
pinion of many. And therefore moſt erroneous and dangerous 
is the praRiiſe of ſuch, as yponthe bare fighr'of an high colou-

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red vrine, preſently without any furtherdeliberaxion or enquiry 
of circumſtances, both preſcribe Phlcbotomie, and adminiſter 
all maner of cooling inedicines, to the great & incuitable-dan- 
get and preiudice of the patient: from che which errour alſo 
the learned Arabian Anicenna is not free, as our learned late 
writers haue well obſerued. And as I deny not but that this 
may 6ften prooue true; ſo on the other ſide, it is moſt certaine, 
that the vrine may be of ſuch a colour, and yer either proceed 
from a cold cauſe, or elſe from ſome imbecillictie and weake- 
neſſe,as cometh ſomtimes to paſle in Dropfies,8c. But leſt this 
ſhould ſeeme (tufte of mine owne braine,and hatched at home, 
heare from the mouth of a worthie Author, ſomething con- 
cerningthe ſame purpoſe. /t 7x not ſeldome obſerned that the wrine, 
by reaſon of a commixtion of bloud with it , doth appeare of ared co= 
four :. but by rea(on that it ts either thicke or clotred, it is no great

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(whereby rhou mayeſt more eaſily confider of his'firength 
then by the fight of a thouſand vrines ) muſt bring to thy con- 
ſideration. And beſides all the premiſſes. Aſercarial mentio. Mercur, lib.de 
neth out of Rhaſes and Anicenna,thar if any annoint his bodie Y7*.<4p.5. 
with the iuyce of the berries of the hearbe Hatcara, be ſhall vn= 
doubtly voyd blackevrines, The ſame Author affirmeth, that 
blacke vrine after great trauell and exerciſe,doth prognofticate 
aconuulfion, and thata glitter made of the decoQion onely of 
high coloured red wine, hath produced a blacke vrine, And 
againe, out of Rufus Epheſizs, who liued about the time of the 
Emperour 7ratan, that blacke vrine, yoyded for along timetos 
gether in the time of health, prognoſticateth the ingendring 
of aſtone in the kidneyes. Bur I proceed nowto ſome other 
colours of vrines, which-by our Authors are all referred to 
the former colour, and not much alſo diſagreeing in figni- 
fication. * -. | 

Blew vrines,called commonly venera &- cerwlea , being as it Of blew vrincs. 
werea more remifle blacke, and not dyed with ſogreat a quan« 
titie of chat humour, hath alſo diuerſe fignifications, For being 
thicke withall, it fignifieth that blacke choller, proceeding firſt 
from yellow choller very adnſt, doth colourthe vrine : or elſe 
ſo great cold of the inward parts, that they are almoſt quite 
mortificd. Ir fignifierh moreouer, extraordinarie exerciſe of the 
bodie by running, In ſuch as do recouer out of any dileaſe, it is 
afigne of a laudable criſfe, eſpecially if ic come in any great 
quantitie: for by this meanes the aduſt parts are voyded foorth. 
In old men, if ſuch an vrine perſiſt long, it argueth thatthe na- 
turall conſtitution of the bladder is altered and changed by bad 
and corrupt humours, In ſuch ag are ſubieR to the ſtone, it is a 
figne of the approching of the Strangurie. The ſame vrine is 
alſo ſometimes obſerued ro be thinne, then fignifying the mel- 
ting of melancholy, which doth'but a little colour the vrine, 
And ſometimes alſo ir Ggnifieth blowes and ſtripes, howbeie 
not in any violent or exceſſive manner, and in ſuch a caſe it is a 
laudable and good figne. - | | 

As concerning greene vrines, of them our Phyſitians com- Of greeney: 


monly make two ſorts: one properly fo called , and the other rines,

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calledgreene oylic vrines. As for the firſt, it; fignificth accor. 
ding to our writers, abundance of choler aduſt, and of a ma- 
. ligne qualitie, and almoſt readie to be turned into blacke, be- 
ing daily more and more parched and burnt vp. Andcom- 
monly in the beſt ſignification it ſgnifiech aduſtion af the hu- 
mours, long continuance and perſeuerance of the ſame. And 
ſomerimes cold in exireameſt degree, as was ſaid before of 
blacke, and then is mortall: eſpecially if leaden colour and 
blacke follow ſucceſſiuely at divers times , pulſe feeble , with 
thirſt or ſhort breath. Sometimes againe a Quotidian ague and 
yellow Jauadiſe , eſpecially with an ague. And howbcir theſe 
vrines often prove dangerous, yet isnor the caſe alwayesalike: 
for ſometimes this colour may be alſo ſeenc in ſound & health-

Of popiniay The other ſortof greene vrives isa light popiniay greene, 
greene, oylic called alſo an oylie vrine : that is, ſuch whoſe ſubſtanceis clam.

colliquation, and waſting of the fat within man or woman, as 
proceeding from exceſſiuc heate. And yer ſuch vrines,ifbiacke 
vrines went before, fignifieth health at hand. If ir come ſud- 
denly and in a ſhort time, it argueth the colliquation or was 
ſting of the kidneyes only. The higher this colour is,the worſe 
they commonly hold ic. Bur I will dwell no longer vpon this 


colour, fince the vncertaintie thereof may. be colleRed by that 
which. 
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As for aſh-coloured or leaden coloured vrines,they hauenot Of afh-colou- 
alwayes one and the ſame fignification more then the former, "<4 leaden 
If an vrine of this colour berthicke, and greene coloured vrine ©2999 vrines, 
went before, it fignificth extreame heate and burning: if pale 
coloured vrine went before,it doth portend extreame cold and 
mortification. This kind of vrine may alſo proceed from the 
affluxe of melancholicke humours, or eife by reaſon of great 
blowesor ſtripes: and then it may prooue a good figne, the ex- 
pulfiue power expelling ſuch refidence towards the bottome. 
In feavers an vrine of this colour without any ſetling orreſfi 
dence, is afigne of death, Butina burning feauer ir doth por- 
tend a Strangurie. The ſame cauſes which did produce blew 
vrines, do alſo bring foorth this colour , but that in this all 
things are more violent. Sometimes ſuch an vrine is a ſigne of 
the blacke Taundiſe proceeding from melancholy. But then ic 

ortends health., eſpecially if it be voyded in any great quan- 
titie nd thicke in ſubſtance, by reaſon of the euacuatien of 
ſuch thicke humours, Ir is then apparent that theſe colours 
fignific not alwayes one certaine thing, but ſometimes quite 
contrary. For the which cauſe it is no maruell if a Phyſitian 
who ſhould ſettle his iudgement ſolely thereupon, might cafaly

Spleene,and Kidneys, which mu{i be diſcerned by other fignes 
alſo: to wit, ſuchas be proper and peculiar to each part, Ia old 
age, asalſoin long lingring diſeaſes, ir arguerch weakeneſle of 
the naturall faculties. Some likewiſe who do voyde ſuch vrines, 
ate from their very cradles of a weake and crafie conſtitution, 
A thinne and cleare vrine,made often, and in great abundance, 
doth accompanie the diſeaſe called Diabete. In an obſcure lur- 
king or lingring feauer, it fFignifieth either the Iaundiſe, ora re- 
ſolution or diſſolution of the firengch, A thinne white vrine 
accompanied withother good fignes, doth declare the decay- 
ing and decreafing of a Quotidian ague , and if it do long per- 
filt, being depriued of any ſmell, eſpecially if Rrength be much 
decayed, it portendeth either death, or elſe the long contis 
nuance of the diſeaſe, And finally with a burning feauer and 
phrenſie, it is amoſt deadly figne, as may be ſcene elſewhere, 
As concerning the ages, as they are accounted dangerous in 
many, ſo-eſpecially in little children, as may be ſeene in ſeucrall 
places of the workes of the famous Hippocrates, Wherefore we 
ad need to confider many things before we proceed to deliuer 
our judgement concerning ſuch vrines. If therefore ſuch an v- 
rine were brought to the Phyſitian, whether would he thereby 
pronounce a weakenefle of the Romach, or obftruQon of the 
Liver, Splecne or Kidneys? And why nota phrenfie in a feauer? 
And howſocuer Hippocrates pronounceth this ro be a moſt © 
dangerous vrine; yet haue Imy ſelte often obferued the ſame 
without any danger to the party,as I doubt not but ſo have ma- 
About ſome eight or nine yeares ago, there came to me a jeoman 

of Northampton ſhire, bringing with kim hit vrint-which well nigh 


filled the rinall , being at cleare 44 any cryſtall, without any contents 


at all, except (ome few motes, ſuch as they ſay are foundinthe prines 
of women with child, And becauſe I drdſee ſo great ods betwixt his 
complexion and bis vrine(he bring ind:fſerent well coloured in regard 
of the urine , howbcit neare fiftie yeares of age) not ſuiÞetting this 
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wrine to be hu owne, began to enquire ſome circamſtances concernin 

the ſame, as namely the time of continuance. At length he freely and 
of hts owne accord confeſſed, that the vrine was bi owne ,, and that 
abone the ſpace of ſixe yeares,by-paſt: his orme bad not altered nor 
ebanged from that I did now (cet.

h bodie, 
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baby drawing of the humours thither , may produce the 

| like effeR. Inlasks alſo or fluxes of the bellic, as the vcine ſhall 
be the leſſer, ſo hall the contents be few.or none at all. Some 
certaine con(titutions alſo gather no ſetlings in their vrines? 
and ſuch as are inpreſfent health, and eate much, haue a more 
copious reſidence, and in Winter it doth more abound then in 
Sommer. Laborious and very paintull people may alſo have lit- 
tle or no contents at all in their vrines, The tune of the fickneſle 
in which this cometh to paſle, is alſo narrowly to be obſerued: 
for inthe beginning and increaſe of acure diſeaſes, then this 
want of contents argueth great defe& of naturall frengrh and 

_ vigour, Inthe declining of the diſeaſe it is not a meſſen 1ger of 
ſo bad newes , yea alchough ir werein the vigour and ſtrength 
of it. And moreouer that many diſeaſes are brought to a hap» 
pic and expeRed iſſue without any contents at all,isno vncouch 
thing. What certaintic then can be colle&ed,eirher by the pre- 
ſence or yer by the abſence of the contents > Now howbeit 
heretofore ſome contents on the cop of che vrine haue bene 
mentioned, yer are theſe laſt mentioned, molt commoniy and 
conſtantly co be ſcene ordinarily in vrines; and therefore are 
more properly called coments, and ſo to be vnderſtood by that 
name. Now all theſe three, cloud, {wimme,ard grounds, haue 
one and the ſame materiall cauſe , and their generation is alſo 
alii:e , diftering onely in place and fituation, according to the 
weight of the matter and the concoRion of the diſeaſe.

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The bare inſpeRion of the vrine onely will never acquaint thee 
with the particular. Somctimes both the afore-mentioned 
contents are to be ſecne in one and the fame vrine, which is 
ſomerimes deadly,and ſometimes againe proueth a tore-runner 
of ſafetic and ſecuritie : I will inftance in two examples of 
mine owne experience, to make the truth of this appeate, 

About ſome three yeares ago, or a little abone, a young Gentle- 
man in the conntrey, to mine owne kaowleage, voyaed ſuch aw orine 
for a quarter of a yeare together and by appearance had ſo continned 
long before my ſight of the ſame : and yet notwithſtanding all the ena- 
cuations were ved , it continued ſo more or leſle untill bu dying aay. 
Hu diſeaſe was a Dropſie , and with the ſame was ioynedthe yellow 
launaiſe , which did entwardly ſhew it ſelfe to the view of the eye. 
His Liner hote, andthe whole conſtitution of bis bogte participating 
of the ſame a:ſtemper. 

But in the yeare. 16 1 3. a woman of Northampton of good ac- 
connt, being with child, voyded an wrine with the like refidence, and 
that for as long a time at leaſt, and yet did their diſeaſer farre differ. 
For beſides ber being with aline child ( for ontill that time was not 
zzy connſell craned ) ſhe was for a many weekes together nener free 
froma Tertian, Duotidian, or both agues contoyned: the which were 
accompanied with a continuall congh , proceeding from a thinne ſal: 
rheume, with ſpitting of bloud, reaching and caſting , as alſo a great 


 lacke, all which accidents,or the moſt of them, did not for(ake ber till 


weare the time of her delinerie. Phlebotomne for ainerſe conſiderations 
I darſt not then attempt. Other enacuations, both upwards and 
downewards,came in preater abundance then was wiſhed. 1t was now 
azepely imprinted, not in her ene oxely , but in the conceits of ber 


neighbours aud others alſo of gosd wnderſtanding, that (inregard of 


_ ber ſputing of bloud) he was now farre ſpent in anirreconerable con-

bout fifrie yeares of age or upwards, In his vrine at my firſt com- 
ming at him, was to be ſcene great ſtore of yellowiſh contents, clea« 
wing to the bottome of the' wrinall, wherewith were intermingled 
fore red ſlreakes of bloud. And howbeit 1 often earneFtly intrea- 
ted him to admit of Phlebotomie, as the onely remedy to prenent a 
#-eater inconnentence , yet could I not prenaile, untill ſuch time as 
blond now iſſuing out in great abundance, both wpwards and downe- 
wards , hts ſtrength now decaying, and hairy irrecouerable occaſion 
oucr paſt, with a too late repentance, be would willingly hae paied 
a good fine for the renewing of the leaſe of b1s life, but all too late.

T hurnheaſers (faith * he) cannot by any ſound argument be de- 
monſtrated, For admit chat the vrine be ſeparated into ſeue- 
rall elements, according to the ſeuerall parts thereof, yet can 
nothing but the elementarie qualities (as they call chem) hear, 
cold, 8&c. be diſcerned bythe ſame. And by this-meanes ſhali 
we onely be able to iudge of the diſeaſes of the ſolid parts; as 
of -obſtrucions, exulcerations, and the like. And is not the 
vrine an excrement of the bloud contained in the veines, that 
is of one body ? What vrtilitic or profit therefore can come by 


this ſeparation into ſeuerall parts? Thou ſhalt thus onely ob- 
ſerue the number of the parts which are in the ſubſtance of the 


bloud, and of whatnatureand kind it is. Thou mayeft per- 
haps perceiue it either to bee cauſed of Mercurie, Sulphur, or 
Salt. But wiltthou ſtraight-waies maintaine, that all Mercu- 
riall diſeaſes are ſeated in the head onely ? 8c. If this bee true, 


then will it follow, contrary to that which thou and Paracel/us 


maintaine, that theſe three grounds or elements are not com- 
mon to all diſeaſes. For I am of opinion, that if we will needs 
vie thenames of theſe three ; as well ſuch diſeaſes as haue their 
originall from this Sulphureous and ſalt matter, as any that 
proceed from a Mercuriall cauſe, have their root andoriginall 
from the head, &c. Thus farre our Author. And may not this 
opinion ſeeme ſo abſurdin it ſe!fe, that itneedeth no further 
confutation?

«<ueat ſametimes ſeconding their bold attempts , inuolueth the 
vulgar daily in this dangerous errour. But arguments taken 
from euyent have neuer had allowance, where the rules of rea- 
ſon might take place, And if this argument from event may 
take place, then will this abſurditie thereon enſue,that we ſhall 
be forced to allow of many vnlawfull things. Mavy Witches

into moſt dangerous laikes , accompanyed ſometimes with diuerſe 
other euill accidents, as I hane heard ſince from ſome of themſelnes: 
and this chiefly was then to be ſeene, when this medruime was exhibi- 
ted to thinne and weake bodies, | 
Now howbgic Icould inſtance in a number ofother exam- 
ples, all egoding to the ſame purpoſe, yer fearing roo inuch to 


offend the Readers patience, referring them to ſome other op- 


pormunitie, Ithioke it is now high time to turne my failes to- 
wards the ſhore, and to.caſt anchor for the preſent. And the af- 
ſembling of ſo many ſage Senators, according to the ancient 
and laudable cuſtome of this kingdome, to apply fit falugs to 
the feſtered ſores of the ſame, pucteth me in good hope of ſome 
redrefſe, as well of the abufes here complained of, as of diuers 
other diſorders, I am not indeed ignorant, that affaires of high 
conſequence, are to be handled in this honorable aflemblic, 
And yet I hope the life of man is nota matter of ſmalleſt mo-

man hath will he giue for his life, Let this Gangrene there=- 
fore in time be looked ro, left itgrowto a greater euill, Since 
therefore errors ofthis kind are ſo full of danger, as hath bene 
both in the precedent, & now in this preſenc diſcourſeplainly 
prooued, both by a great and ſmaller enqueſt, of ſuch perſons 
with whoſe worth the delinquents I am ſure dare not compare, 
I wiſh it may not be forgotten. Sed verbum ſat ſapienti, A word, 
yea anod, is enough toa wiſe man, And therefore I leaue 
i; to your Honourable conſiderations. ConsIiDeR
